R. TRYGVE LIE, former secretary- 
general of the United Nations, has 
written a book which is in the course. of 
being published by the Macmillan Com- 
pany in Canada. Sight unseen, such a 
work ought to he instructive and interest 
ing, because Mr, Lie's standpoint could be 
that of a participant in world counsels 
which made history. One hopes in advance 
that the work is not in the nature of a 
post-mortem; but with Mr. Lie’s vigorous 
outlook and positive approach to present- 
day problems there should not be much 
danger of that. Regardless of what any- 
one has to say of it the United Nations is 
and by every count the world would have 
been a poorer place without it 
It is a matter of record that unfor- 
tunately-somewhere in the course of its 
first decade the United Nations was eased 
out of its prim: role—that of being a 
sounding the opinion of all 
nations which subscribed to its charter 
into the relative position of a led follower 
The great nowers of the earth took over, 
not the settlement of an immediate peace 
which they had been asked to bring about, 
but only to return to an era of power 
politics.
